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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Amendment filed by Applicant on 07/13/05 has been 
entered. 

Response to Amendment /Arguments 

2. Applicants amendment and arguments filed on 07/13/05 have 
been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-14 and 35-36 under 35 

U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Moody et al . , U.S. Patent 
No. 6,559,091 (hereinafter "Moody" ) is withdrawn. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-14 and 35-36 under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness -type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over all the claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,559,0901 
is withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

5. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-14 and 35-36 
in the reply filed on 03/18/05 is acknowledged. The traversal 
is on the ground (s) that searches for the groups would be co- 
extensive. This is not found persuasive because, as stated in 
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the restriction requirement, the groups involve different search 
classifications and the catalyst may be used for something other 
than olefin polymerizations. 

6. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore 
made FINAL. 

7. This application contains claims drawn to an invention 
nonelected with traverse. A complete reply to the final 
rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or 
other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01 .
